Under the proposed reorganiza- 
ion, six positions in the District 
would be eliminated: Elementary | 
Teaching Principal- | 
‘ships in Andover, Ethel Bisbee, 
and Woodstock; Special Education ° 


Supervisor; 


Coordinator; and District Book- 
keeper. The contact with our pro- 
fessional negotiator would be dis- 
continued, with those responsibili- 


ties transferred to the Central OF ° 


fice. The positions of Transportia- 
tion Supervisor and Buildings and 
Grounds Supervisor would be mo- 
dified, with :the fiscal management 
aspect. of these jobs being trans- 
ferred to the Central Office. Four 
new positions .were proposed in 
this administrative realignment: 
an Elementary Principal assigned 
to Ethel Bisbee and. Crescent 
Park; an Elementary Principal as- 
signed to Woodstock and Ando- 
ver; an Assistant Superintendent 
assigned to the Centnal Office;

In this reorganization, the Ele-+ 
mentary Principals would be res- 
ponsible for the supervision and 
evaluation of the professional staff 
in their buildings, the budget de- 
velopment for their buildings, the 
day-to-day management of their 
buildings, and the chairing of all 
Pupil Evaluation Team meetings 
in their buildings. Whereas the 
Elementary Supervisor is current- 
ly responsible for the evaluation. of 
over 35 professional staff mem- 
bers, under the proposed reorgan- 
ization, the Elementary Principals 
would be responsible for supervis- 
ing 15 to 25 staff members. Funth- 
ermore, the establishment of full, 
time administrators at the build- 
ing level should result in greater 
autonomy in the local schools. Re- 
search has consistently demon- 
strated that a superior education- 
al environment exists in a school 
where there is a strong principal.
